Some time ago Hauser sold a hog 
to a former 
La 
Crosse 
butcher 
which, when examined by C. S. In­ 
s i s t e r Roome at the Langdon & 
Boyd plant, was found to be affected | */ 
with tuberculosis. 
It was announce-. 
rd .at that time th at the rest of Mr 
Hauser'a cattle were in good condi­ 
tion. 
On Tuesday, however, Dr. Holmes 
was calk*d lo the Hauser farm and 
made thorough tests with tubercu- 
lene serum of the entire herd. 
Of 
25 cattle only 5 were found to be 
free from the affection.

In this SO per cent of the herd, were 
animals which had txx?n fattened for 
pale. 
Dot Ii were found in a bad con­ 
dition. 
One full blooded Guernsey 
bull was also found a victim of the 
disease. 
Hr. Holmes said today that the 
symptoms were unmistakable in each

Sold Milk to Healers. 
For several years past Mr. H auser 
has be*’n selling the milk of this herd 
to milk dealers of the north and 
south sides. 
The milk has been d is­ 
tributed to the consumers, thereby 
creating a very dangerous condition. 
Dr. Holmes slated that the cows 
hare undoubtedly been affected for 
a long time. 
In regard to the prob­ 
ability of the disease being com ­ 
municated to jieople through 
milk, 
Dr. Holmes said there was no doubt 
but that the germs would take e f­ 
fect on people. 
With infants in par­ 
ticular, he declared, this would be 
true. 
Test on a Hog. 
In this regard a test was made on 
» hog which had

milk of the cows. and it was found 
in a badly diseased cond "lion. 
Concientious In his dealings, how ­
